Each name, 
address and thumbnail aketcb of 
his activities la placed In our 



(Our Bulletin) is a small pri- 
vate publication, but growing. Right 
now only people with certain com. 
mies In their own areas have 
copies, but we some day hope 
to get s large circulation paper 
to carry the material. 

As for red dupe black power 
savages, we have a small neigh- 
borhood patrol; It Is not authorized 
or sanctioned by the local police, 
however, they co-operate fully. We 
are all equipped with 2-way radio 
police frequency monitors, hand 
cuffs, etc. We have monitors that 
are based as well as mobile. It 
Is possible to give Information to 
the police that they themselves 
are unahle to get for many rea- 
son*, mostly because of the left 
wing extremist Supreme Court. 

To give a local example at our 
need for a citizens petrol— dur- 
ing a recent black power upris- 
ing in central Los Angeles, all 
Valley Police units were called 
but 3 cars In a 200 square mile 
area, of 1,000,000 ♦ people. The 
regular crime here was more than 
a full force could handle, but 3 
men bad to answer a dozen 
simultaneous crimes! 

To set up a local patrol one 
must recruit from men and women 
that know what's happening and are 
frequently mobile, such as ser- 
vice people, sales and others. 
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All of our people are In shoot- 
ing clubs, not always related to 
the (Second Phase) or Citizens 
PatroL W* get new members by 
setting up teams of 5 or 6, so 
actually no one person could name 
everyone elee. The main thing Is to 
keep busy, meet a lot of people, 
tell the truth about our peril. 

All our women and girls can 
shoot a pistol with deadly accur- 
acy, so that they can be left 
alone with some security. 

We have program* set up to 
teach people to set up their own 
txirglar alarm systems, self de- 
fense, or legal rights of the citi- 
zen. 

Any old way I like your paper, 
I wish we could get a local sheet 
here, half as good. I guess you 
can believe what a mess It is here 
in L.A. God helps us. We have 
one consolation, anyway. If the 
communists do win, the r

The Strange Case of Robert Bauman and the American Conservative Union 



Of ill the conservative organize, 
tiona, none seems more pres- 
tigious than the American 
Conservative Union. It's chairman 
Is the well known conservative 
Congressman, John Ashbrook. The 
AC.U. has such famous sponsors 
and board members a_i James 
Jackson Kilpatrick, William F. 
Bockley, Frank Meyer, Russell 
Kirk et. a L The AC.U. seems to 
represent the who's- who of 
liberal-approved conservatives, 
those "responsible'' spokesmen 
of the right. But, if one looks 
closer, one uncover* the rot and 
stink that reaches Into the highest 
of places. 

STATECRAFT has looked for 
some time at the activities (or 
perhaps, it would be better to say 
the lack of activities of the Amer- 
ican Conservative Union). 

The A.C.U. was founded In 1903. 
The very first resolution barred 
members of the John Birch Society 
from membership In the AC.U. 
How Interesting It is that the 
AC.U., which at that time was a 
"political education" organisa- 
tion, was so concerned over the 
Birchs rs. 

When the AC.U. was first 
formed, It ostensibly aimed at 
making conservatives effective 
through the approach of "studies 
an current Issues and serving as 
a clearing house for conserva- 
tism" working within all political 
parties, (although Republicans 
have always controlled everything) 
Two years and a quarter of s 
million dollar* later they became 
a "political action group." By this 
time, the original AC.U. chair- 
men, former Congressman Don 
Bruce, (now deceased) had re- 
signed. He was fed up with the com- 
plete do-nothingness of ihs organi- 
zation. Bruce had also resigned 
because of the personal vendetta 
and character assassination 
launched against him by Robert E. 
Bauman, the sac rotary of ths A. C. V. 

Bauman is Washington's number 
one Conservative punk. Bom In 
Easton, Maryland, he has had a 
strange and unusual career. Bau- 
man has bean "minority telephone 
cleric" (a house patronage Job), 
n at i o n al chairman of Young 
Americans For Freedom, a dele- 
gSe fo the 1934 Republican 
National Convention and now is 
the absentee secretary of the 
AC.U. 

Because at his somewhat rapid 
rise In politics and the reach- 
ing of a political plateau, Bauman 
felt that he should have been chair- 
man at the AC.U,, not Bruce. 
When Bruce hired Don Llpsett 
as his assistant, Bauman felt 
alighted again. To get even for 
these imagined slights, Bauman 
drove Bruce out of the organiza- 
tion with his malicious vendetta. 

It should be noted that Dan Bruce 
had one of the most gentle of 
personalities and his reputation 
for fairness and integrity was 
known by alL 

R was also Bauman who caused 
the vice-chairman, Ralph dsTole- 
cLano to resign. De Toledano Is 
one at ths few newspaper 
columnists at impeccable reputa- 
tion. De Toledano stated In 
his news release, "Major policy 
decisions are made without con- 
sulting the board of Directors 
or even all of the officers." (So 
much for Internal democracy In 
ths AC.U.) De Toledano also stated 
In the same release "Nor can I 
give tacit approval to other ir- 
responsible actions by AC.U.’s 
ruling clique against organiza- 
tions, individuals, and publications 
which have earned Us petty dis- 
pleasure." 

While no* mentioning anyone's 
name, U was obvious to every- 
one, that Bauman was ds Tole- 
dano's target. One ax ample being 
that Bauman instructed one of his 
secretaries at the AC.U. to write 
letters condemning conservative 
organizations tie didn’t "approve" 
of. Congressman Ashbrook per- 
sonally intervened to stop this 
action. Another case In point is that 
when a person sends In tlOO or 
more to a political action group, 
his name must be listed on public 



record with the Clark of the House 
of Representatives. Bauman 
matched his A.C.U. fat cots 
against those at the conservative 
organizations he didn't approve of. 
He then wrote personal letters 
to the contributors attacking the 
organization in question, telling 
them to send all their money to 
ths AC.U. instead. 

In Ralph da Toledsno's syn- 
dicated column of March 8, 1989, 
he elaborated on his reasons for 
leaving the AC.U. He stated "Two 
straws broke this particular 
camel's back. Tba first was a cam- 
paign against another Republican 
organization, also conservative, 
which was competing with AC. U. 
for certain bequests and for con- 
tributors from the public. Out at 
the bios, an item was planted in 
a mldwestern newspaper by 
a member of the AC.U. clique 
and then *plcked-up' by BATTLE 
LINE, the A.C.U. publication. The 
item was vicious and possibly li- 
belous. And it appeared In BATTLE 
LINE without consultation with the 
vice-chairman (de Toledano) even 
though it was a matter of stated 
policy that AC.U. would not at- 
tack organisations on the right". 

STATECRAFT Investigated the 
first part of de Toledano’* charge 
concerning the financial bequests. 




Robert E. Bauman • 
Finished in Politics? 



We found not one, but seven 
conservative organizations in- 
volved In the bequest, whan w# 
dug the information out of the 
County Seat of Talbot -Easton, Md., 
Orphans Court, estate number 
10147. 

Henderson Emanuel, died and 
left a large portion of his estate 
to seven conservative organiza- 
tions. The executor of the estate 
was an attorney by the name of 
Charles Wheeler, Attorney 
Wheeler's law firm of Miller, 
Wheeler, Thompson, and Thomp- 
son sponsored Bauman when he be- 
came a lawyer. People said, it was 
Charles Wheeler who Interceded 
to give Bauman another chance 
to take the Maryland Bar Examina- 
tion which Bauman failed on num- 
erous previous occasions. 

Bauman who was also the legal 
council at the AC.U., reportedly 
"neglected" to tell the AC.U. 
Board of Directors the names of all 
seven organisations Included In the 
will. He did mention A.C.U., Young 
Americans for Freedom, (of which 
he was former chairman) and 
Americans for Constitutional 
Action (according to an AC.U. 
board member). All three of these 
orga n iza t io n s work very closely 
together, have overlapping spon- 
sors and directors, and all were 
"approved" of by and are cloeely 
connected with Bauman. 

Bauman hoped to have the estate 
divided arooag his" own "three, or- 
ganizations named in the wllL Bau- 
man apparently lied to his sponsor, 
attorney Wheeler tailing him some 
at the organizations were not In 
existonce, Bauman hoped that the 
estate would be divided equally 
among three organizations rather 
than seven, thus Increasing the 
Bauman "approved" organisations 
cut substantially. 

Named in the will to assist 
attorney Wheeler with the execu- 
tion, was William F. Buckley, 
Congressmen John Ashbrook and 
Donald "Buz” Lukena. Both 
Buckley (it seems as a dumb 
mistake) and Ashbrook (it seems 
deliberately) named the three Bau- 
man approved organizations of 
AC.U., Y.A.F. and AC. A to re- 
ceive the full amount split three 
ways. 



But Lukens, much to his credit, 
named all seven as legitimate, 
in existence and deserving of their 
1/7 share of the estate. 

This blew the lid off the whole 
Bauman scandal. The net result 
was that four deserving conserva- 
tive organizations had to spend 
valuable time, money and effort 
tn hiring lawyers to get their 
1/7 share of ths large estate. 
Although settled out of court, many 
innocent people's reputations were 
still dirtied because of Bauman. 
For some strange reason, Con- 
gressman Ashbrook interceded and 
protected Bauman. 

The second part of de Toledano’* 
story deals with a planted news- 
paper Rem. The Item was planted 
by Bauman and Charlie "The Fink" 
McManus, director of Americans 
for Constitutional Action. Coinci- 
dentally, the AC. A was one of 
the Bnuraan approved organiza- 
tions, In the will, while McManus 
by strange coincidence is very 
close to Bauman, Also by strange 
coincidence McManus Is a near 
blood brother to the reporter who 
wrote the story In that "mid- 
western" paper that da Toledano 
characterized as "vicious and 
possibly libelous". McManus fre- 
quently blebs to Group Re- 
search (a somewhat rabid, If 

perservertng leftwing group which 
keeps tabs on oil rightist groups), 
to Insure fair and sometimes good 
publicity. Needless to say, all of 
McManus’ competitors take U on 
the chin from Group Research 
while McManus stands out like 
a sore thumb, always getting mild 
praise and/or straight news 
stories about himself and the 
AC. A Ever since Evans and Novak 
exposed his "Romney letter" 
McManus has frequently spilled his 
guts to them to Insure good public- 
ity and to hurt his competitors. 

Probably Bauman's wildest 



the now defunct Citizens Foreign 
Aid Committee. Fellers believed 
Bauman when he said the group 
needed some young blood to forge 
ahead.

But again it seems the protege 
of Congressman John Ashbrook 
can do no wrong, which brings 
u* beck to the American Conserva- 
tive Union, and its chairman John 
Ashbrook. The AC.U. is regis- 
tered as a lobby. Is It ethical 
for a Congressman to be chairm an 
of a lobby? la li ethical for a 
Congressman to send out a fund 
appeal saying, that If you Join 
my lobby, a member of my con- 
gressional staff will send you 
special literature? The AC.U. is 
also a political action group. But 
R only. flies a political action 
group report with the Clerk of the 
House. Although the AC.U. claims 
to "work behind the scenes" In 
Congress and tells on numerous 
occasions tn their fund appeals 
how they "influenced" Congress, 
they haven't filed any lobbying re- 
ports as required by taw! If they 
are lying in their ftad appeals, ft 
is mall fraud. If they arm telling 
the truth that they are lobbying 
and Influencing legislation, they 
are doing It in a manner that 
is most certainly unethical and 
seems quite IliegaL According to 
the Clerk of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, the A.C.U, has not filed 
any lobbying reports since 1908.

Vigilantes are needed now as 
never before. 



Originally, vigilantes were set 
up in the Old Wild West by leading 
citizens when there was no law 
In existence. Their speedy and 
sometimes rough Justice quickly 
put an end to various social un- 
desirables. Since there were no 
bleeding hearts In those days, the 
vigilante form of Justice was ef- 
fective. 



Now with police having tnelr 
hands tied be Liberal politicians and 
savages controlling the streets, 
we again need vigilantes. Our wom- 
en axe being raped with impunity 
by gangs of roving beasts. If 
apprehended, some liberal Judge 
will free them while " r he Ameri- 
can Ctrl l Liberties Union and 
N.A.A.C.P. lawyers will rush to 
the rapists defense. 



We also need vigilantes to work 
against the liberal controlled gov- 
ernment. It does not protect its 
law ahldlng citizens, but Instead 
helps and protects criminals and 
subversives. 



STATECRAFT 
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The massive failure of rightist 
efforts in the past few years has 
been caused solely by incompetent 
leadership. As liberals and Com- 
munists continue to push from one 
victory to another, a state of highly 
distorted purUanism prevails 
throughout the right wing. This 
Puritanism takes the form of the 
"I'd rather be right than Presi- 
dent" ethic. Victorious liberals 
and Reds have never been con- 
cerned with being "right” - their 
only concern is wtih gaining and 
holding power. 

Power always determlnas right. 
Group power determlnas group 
right. Social power deter mines 
social right. Stale power deter-, 
mines state right. Ultimately, the 
Supreme Power determines the su- 
preme right. Power can have either 
a positive or a negative base. 
Sociologist Talcott Parsons cor- 
rectly recognised that coercion 
constitutes a negative type of power 
and persuasion constitutes a posi- 
tive type of power. Persuasion by , 
use of propaganda can achieve in- 
fluence, which is itself a form of 
power. The greater the number of 
people who are persuaded by a 
particular propaganda, the greater 
will be the power accruing to the 
originators of that propaganda. 

Moot rightists are ignorant of 
effective propaganda technbpies. 
Trying to explain propaganda to 
right wingers Is often Eg 
Ins to explain color to the SgfflE 
hilnd. [ once knew a rather mili- 
tant anti-Semite who was In charge 
at a nation wide politic al organisa- 
tion. 2 had previously beard a num- 
ber at complaints from members 
of his organization about how bor- 
ing the organization's newsletter 
was. The anti-Semite insisted on 
taking the "intellectual" approach 
in hopes at recruiting a "culture 
bearing elite". I told him that 
an elite must come ig> from the 
masses. I also told him that if he 
ever wanted to build a successful 
organization he would have to mas- 
ter the art of propaganda. His 
newsletters should strike an appeal 
to the amotions and have some 
humor. I pointed out to him bow 
his enemies, the Jews, were gen- 
erally highly accomplished In the 
use of political propaganda. I told 
him that if he wanted to win be 
should study and copy propaganda 
tactics at his successful enemies. 
He Immediately became enraged 
and shouted out "1 don't oars 
what happens, I won't act like the 
Jews— 1 would rather fall than use 
Jewish tactics." 

The anti-Semite's attitude Is 
symbolic of what is wrong In 
every part of the right wing. The 
problem affects everyone who 
could vaguely be called rightist: 
pro- Zionist conservatives, anti- 
Zionist conservatives, "Ob- 
Jectlvlsts", Constitutionalists, 
political Christians, free enter- 
prisers, Nordic racialists, and Na- 
tional Socialists alike ail "do their 
own thing." Each group has an 
independent system of values which 
could never be understood or ac- 
cepted by the general public. Most 
rightists put out esoteric pro- 
paganda geared to their own the 
particular group’s value system, 
rather than to values which could 
be understood and accepted by the 
masses. Power can only be reached 
through the masses. Those who 
Mintfly on being "right" 

wlli NEVER gain political power 
AND THEY WILL NEVER SAVE 
WESTERN CIVILIZATION. 

SUCCESSFUL LEADERS 
It is necessary to look beck 
into history to study two political 
leaders who successfully gained 
power in the face at strong cg>- 
posltlon. Regardless of their 
ideology, both gained political 
power through similar propaganda 
methodology. Both men had a 
strong will to power which could 
hold together and direct a highly 
functional political organization. 
Both completely understood the 
vital Importance of propaganda 
and Its necessary separation from 
the rigid rules of Intellectual 
Ideology. Both understood the 
necessity of effective speech In 
arousing the masses. V.L Lenin 
and Adolf Hitler made it Into power 
because they were both thoroughly 
political and well educated In the

art at MachlavelU and superbly 
able to practice real poiitik. 
Neither made a religion out at 
political Ideology. 

When Lenin arrived In Petrograd 
In 1917 he discovered that a num- 
ber of his party followers wanted 
to make i coalition and work with 
the Provisional Government. Only 
Lenin's strong will was able to 
over come the internal opposition 
and return the Bolshevik party to 
Its position as a weapon at mod 
at the destruction of the provisional 
government, Lenin's Intellec- 
tuallsm did not Interfear with his 
propaganda capacities. Lenin's 
speeches to the masses were not 
arguements for abstract Marxist 
economics or his own Theory of 
Imperialism. His slogan of "bread, 
land, and peace" want straight 
b the hearts of the masses. In 
his demand for "land for the 
peasants", Lenin violated his own 



BEOBACHTER. Hitler complained 
about Rosenberg's excess intel- 
lectual ism tn the paper, "At the 
beginning, the VOLKBCHER BEO- 
BACHTER sailed on so high an 
Intellectual plane that l myself 
had difficulty In understanding U, 
and I certainly know no woman 
who could make head or tall of Ul 
Rosenberg Insisted on this ex- 
tremely high level: at that time, 
where the leading article now ap- 
pears, he gave us deeply philo- 
sophical treatises written by pro- 
fessors and mostly on Central 
Asia and the Far East."

REVOLUTIONARY PROPAGANDA 
PRINCIPLES 

Hitler developed a number of 
important propaganda principles in 
MEIN EAMPF. The chapters "War 
Propaganda", "The Significance of 
the Spoken Word”, and "Propa- 
ganda and Organization" demon- 
strate Hitler's great understand- 
ing of social psychology. Most 
anti-Nazis and Nazis alike who 
read ME1M. KAMff concentrate 
mainly an Hitler's Ideas about 
race and foreign policy. They 
usually ignore or fail to under- 
stand Hitler's ideas on propaganda. 

Intellectuals and especially 
pseudo- Intellectuals are often con- 
temptlous of effective propaganda. 
They ore highly Intolerant of emo- 
tional appeals which reach Into the 
hearts of the masses. Hitler had 
harsh words for these people In 
t MEIN KAMPP: "...only that intel- 
lectual comes Into question who

Lenin worked for 
twenty years to build his organiza- 
tion and was able to succeed be- 
cause his followers were trained 
in the art of agitation, as well as 
party ideology. Wtth Lenin, the 
org an izati o n proceeded mass pro- 
paganda (not to be confused with 
Lenin’s use of the word "pro- 
paganda" to describe the educa- 
tion at Bolshevik party members) 
because the use of mass 
propaganda was not possible under 
the rule at the Czar. It Is always 
preferable to build s mass party 
by propaganda and then search for 
organizational leaders who will 
naturally raise themselves up from 
the masses. 

It was possible to first build a 
mass political movement in the 
Weimar Republic. Adoif Hitler 
built a successful mass movement 
because of his amazing propaganda 
abilities. He and Dr. Joseph Goeb- 
beLa created one of the most ef- 
ficient propaganda machines in 
modern history. Their propaganda 
gave the National Socialist Party 
Its organization. Hitler's Iron will 
was the supreme power force be- 
hind the party's march to power. 
The National Socialist Ideology 
was based on Aryan racial 
principles. Only rarely did Hitler 
discuss abstract Aryanlsm In his 
speeches. His propaganda and 
speeches wen geared to lhe~Gr

reeled by Sergei Elsensteln— 
Russian Jew. Goebbela, unlike my 
rigid anti-Semitic acquaintance, 
had no inhibitions about studying 
the propaganda successes of a 
Jew. Goebbels was no less anti- 
Semitic for his action, but be WAS 
suceesafUL 



discontinue an unsuccessful propa- 
ganda approach without suffering 



a loss of ego. tn 1928 Goebbels 
wrote "^.It is not the task of 
propaganda to entertain, but to 
produce results...TherefOre tt is 
beside tbe point to say your pro- 
paganda Is too crude, too mean, 
or too brutal, or too unfair, for 
all this does not matter" PER- 
CEPTION AND PROPAGANDA). 

I believe that a knowledge at 
modern social science Is very 
helpful tn understanding mvt us- 
ing propaganda. The great political 
leaders of our time have not been 
scientists however. In the final 
decision, INTUITION must take 
precedence over social science. 
It is usually best to take account 
at the tools at social science such 
as the use of public opinion polls. 
Goebbels taught that PROPA- 
GANDA E AN ART. BEST 
ACHIEVED BY GENIUS. The prac- 
Hce of genius often creates 
Jealousy and animosity from tbe 
politically less able. 

When STATECRAFT started w# 
discovered that "racist" cartoons 
and humor had a popular appeal 
among those hard-core fighters 
we were trying to attract. Fol- 
lowing the law of supply and de- 
mand, we reduced the content which 
would appeal to "responsible" 
conservatives and increased the 
number of "racist” and revolu- 
tionary Items and cartoons. This 
change brought us to the atten- 
tion of many racially oriented 
political groups. Tbe success at 
our approach is demons! railed by 
the wild responce STATECRAFT 
Is receiving from high school and 
college students who are fed noth- 
ing but Marxism and tbe "under- 
ground" press. Many political 
groups ore obviously jealous over 
our success and efficient use of 
propaganda. They have bombarded 
us with hate mail and threats. 
Tbe head of the left wing "Group 
Research" called our last paper 
"the most racist thing I've seen 
in years", w# have been called: 
"racists," "Jews," "bigots," 
"hale mongers," "Papists,"

Red TV Over America 



Recent speeches by Vice-Presi- 
dent Agnew have attacked the na- 
tion's three major television net- 
works (ABC, NBC, CBS) as being 
biased in news coverage. Congres- 
sional investigators are currently 
examining the same charges. Chief 
investigator, James Kelly, of the 
House Commerce Committee exa- 
mined TV network coverage of the 
1968 Democratic National Conven- 
tion in Chicago. Kelly admitted 
that the networks presented **a 
one-sided picture which , In large 
measure, exonerates the demon- 
strators and protestors.'* 

Kelly found numerous examples 
at news suppression by the enemy 
Marxist TV networks. In CBS Him 
reel 30-5 the beginning of a fight 
between police and hippies was 
shown. In the original film one 
af the announcere declared, “They 
are assaulting police lines." Kelly 
discovered “when the material was 
presented over the air, no refer- 
ence was made to the above quoted 
remark, nor was any scene of such 
an assault visible. Shots of mat- 
erial raining down from the Hilton 
Hotel onto the beads of police 
were also available but not broad- 
cast," 

The House investigators also 
discovered film footage showing 
police cars being stoned by the 
demonstrators with the police 
pursuing and capturing at least one 
of the stone throwers. When the 
scene was broadcast over the air, 
the police were shown chasing 
after the stone thrower, but the 
proceeding attack against the pol- 
ice was carefully cut from the 
broadcast. 

The Investigators discovered 
“that demonstrators provided 
themselves with bandages for the 
benefit of cameras so as to give 
the impression that widespread 
Injuries had been inflicted by the 
police." 

The investigator* heard one wit- 
ness describe how he saw a Red 
agitator hurl a wooden sawhorse 
against a policeman, who then 
charged the agitator, struck him, 
and took him into custody. The wit- 
ness noted that only the police- 
man's defensive action against the 



Red agitator was shown cm TV 
to make tt appear to be an un- 
provoked assault on the agitator 
by the policeman. 

Falsifying photographs and 
movie film is an old Communist 
tactic. The only surprising thing 
about TV network bias is that 
U has takon people so long to wake 
up to the fact. 

Liberal reaction to Vice- 
President Agnew* s charge at TV 
news bias Is the same old walling 
and moaning that we have heard 
for thirty or forty year*. They are 
screaming and shaking In hysteria 
over the “threat" against “free 
speech." The only free speech 
that exists on the television net- 
work Is the tree speech of degen- 

■ratas^debauchsr*. dope addicts. 

Modern television has become 
a haven for Marxism, racial mon- 
grellzation, anti-white hatred, and 
leftist Intellectual bigotry. The 
“free speech" on modern televi- 
sion offers no place tor patriots, 
no place for the decent, and no 
place for the productive. R la true 
that occasionally liberal ap- 
proved, conservative stooges such 
os James J. Kilpatrick (who re- 
cently praised the behavior of the 
November 15 “peace" demonstra- 
tors) are allowed on a TV station. 

How often have you seen anyone 
on your television network who 
actively opposes the rotten Marxist 
liberal system? When was the 
last time that decent white working 
men of America got a fair shake 
Instead of on Insult from TV, 
Liberal controlled television cen- 
sors anything hostile about blacks 
and at the same time, pours forth 
hatred against white Americans 
at Polish and Italian descent. The 
same hatred is shown by liberals 
to any white person from the 
South. Liberal controlled televi- 
sion is, In fact, an active instru- 
ment of anti- whtte haired. 

tt Is obvious that any attempts 
by the Nixon Administration to 
obtain some form of objectivity 
on the television networks Is Im- 
possible. The liberal economic 
control of the major networks is 
absolute and total. There la no 



possibility (short at revolution) 
of restoring American television 
to a pro-American direction.

It Is fashionable In some "eon- 
aerratlve" quarters to bemoan 
about how bad things are, and 
talk furtively, of grabbing all avail- 
able cash and fleeing to Australia, 
Rhodesia or South Africa. 

After all they gaggle, "we're 
finished, the Nation, Race, 
Religion, et al. Why try? The 
odds are too much, our enemies 
are too strong," goes the nonsen- 
sical drivel. 

Of course, they could always 
give their hoarded loot to "Cao- 
troverslai" groups Uke STATE- 
CRAFT Instead of taking It with 
them, but that might upset some 
of their Republican friends who are 
Nixon stooges. 

Many Is the nan-fleeing type of 
conservative who Is discouraged 
at the fantastic odds against us 
and of our infinitesimal chance of 
winning. 

With such a fatalistic outlook 
(definitely an alien, non- western 
type of Philosophical outlook) our 
enemies conquest Is already half 
complete. 

But l disagree emphatically. We 
are far from lost and these two 
book reviews wtll Illustrate the 
point. • 

The first Is The Pcraianl Ex- 
pedition by Xenophon also called 
the Anabasis (Greek-going op, Le. 



to theses). Xmophoo was an Athen- 
ian gentleman who Joined an army 
of Greek Mercenaries hired by 
Cyrus, younger brother to the King 
of Persia, (Artaxerxes II). The 
purpose was to overthrow ftls older 
brother and make himself King. 
Although Ills army was made up 
mostly of native Persian troops, 
the Greeks were his array’s back- 
bone, being the best. This Is what 
the Anabasis is about. The events 
at which took place about seventy 
years before Alexander of 
Macedonia (the Great) finally con- 
quered Persia. 

The rebel army of Cyrus met 
the Persian King deep In Persian 
territory at Cunaxa which is near 
Babylon. 

Although many times outnum- 
bered the Greeks ted the troops 
that smashed the enemy and won 
the battle. However Cyrus was 
slain In the battle and his whole 
army was pardoned and went over 
to King Artaxerxes n. The Greek 
generals who went to the Persian 
King to negotiate were treacher- 
ously murdered. 

There were 13,000 Greeks 
trapped 600 miles In their heredi- 
tary enemy’s territory. Leader- 
less, without supplies, without cal- 
vary (they were all Infantry), with- 
out guides, surrounded by 
numerous Persian armies, and 
cut off from the Greek city of 
Trapetue (TreblxondJ on the 
Pont us Euxluus (Black Sea) by 
numerous mountain ranges and 
broad rivers, and a million Persian 
troops, the situation was bleak. 

But these were not a bunch of 
wh Inning sissy conservatives or 
slobbering Liberal faggots. They 



were Greeks at Hollas who were 
made of sterner stuff, who** West- 
ern Spirit was u nc onquerable. 

The army quickly elected new 
generals. They captured enemy 
horses. They marched quickly out- 
distancing the Persians, seizing 
villages and cities for supplies. 
They climbed the Impossible 
mountain ranges, smashing the 
attacking natives who inhabited 
them. They crossed the Impossible 
rivers, they found guides. 
Skirmishes were an hourly oc- 
cur anct. The Pie an (Greek hymn 
before battle) sounded to pitched 
battles which were fought dally and 
several Persian armies were 
wiped out In the process as 10 
of the 13,000 reached the Greek 
City of Trapexus. 

The saga of the 10,000 Is the 
sage of Wostero Man and should 
be required reading for the faint 
hearted. 

The second book Is, 100 Yean 
of Lynching! by Ralph Ginzburg, 
a convicted pornographer, his de- 
mise being a rather corny and 
boring piece at trash called Eros 
Magazine. It should be noted that 
Pornographer Ginsburg la atypical 
liberal degenerate faggot belong- 
ing to numerous leftwing and Com- 
munist front organizations. 

The book briefly states that 
the reasons Negroes are so mili- 
tant these days Is because of the 
atrocities perpetuated on them by 
Whites since they (Negroes) were 
freed. The book then goes oa to 
catalog about three hundred lynch - 
lngs taken from newspapers be- 
tween 1880-1961. 
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While liberals, do-gooders, 
humanitarians, peace creeps along 
with other obviously deranged 
people would find this book a 
"btt" upsetting. I found tt ex- 
tremely amusing end many times 
hysterically funny. 

Take tbs Urns In Oklahoma City 
where the Negrophlle Mayor 
pleaded with the mob to give s 
Negro, who had raped a white 
woman, a fair trial. The mob 
lynched the mayor too. {Scratch 
one liberal). Or the time students 
at the University of Missouri joined 
In with the townspeople to lynch 
their Negro janitor who raped a 
local whits glrL Such entertaining 
and amusing stories are numer- 
ous In this book. 

Most at the action took place In 
a year which did not aea a men- 
tal defective like Earl Warren or 
the other screwball judges who 
are now the Supreme- Court. (Who 
would no doubt free those anthro- 
pomornhlc racists) 

100 Yean of Lynching* should 
be required reading because of 
the insight It gives Into the Amer- 
ican spirit- Mobocracy. I do not 
moan this In a derogatory sense 
at alL 

Actually the Germans and In 
fact all Europeans have more of 
a veneer of civilization than we 
have. This Is not an insult but 



a compliment. It Is mobscracy, 
the spirit of the mob which won 
us this great nation we call Amer- 
ica. Once aroused the spirit of 
the Mob-Mobacracy sweeps all in 
Its path crushing America's enem- 
ies. 

Mobacracy Is the spirit which the 
liberal fears most of alL Though 
U sometimes seems non-exlstont- 
11 Is merely dormant. Liberals like 
John Kenneth Galbraith and Arthur 
Schleslnger know this and fear It. 
They toes and torn In bed at 
night from fear of tho mob, which 
will hunt them down for the animals 
they are, where ever they are to 
hang, shoot, and torture them to 
death. 

The spirit of the Mob-Mobacracy 
Is there dormant that seething, 
soon to erupt in a volcanic rage 
which no one can stop. And then the 
liberals will know their time Is 
at end. When U errupts U will 
crush S.D.S., black power sav- 
age, communist and socialist alike. 

Then we will hear the sound of 
a muffled firing squad and see the 
shadow of a man hanging from a 
tree, from beyond the Brooks 
Mountain range In Alaska to the 
corpse choked Rio Grande.
